of ſpeache fo delightſome forthe roundacſle, and ſo grauc for the ſtraung 
firſte of the vvordes tu ſpeake, I graunt they be ſomething hard, and ofmolt 
yet both Engliſh,andallo vſed ofmoſt excellent Authors and moſt famous 
vyhom vyhenas this our Poet hath bene much trauciled end throughly redd, hovy could 
it be, (as that vvorthy Oracour ſayde) but that vvalking in the 1onne although for other 
cauſ he vvalked, yet needes he mought be ſunburntzand hauing the ſound of thoſe aun- 
cient Poetes ſtill ringing in his cares, he mouglit needes in ſinging hit out ſome of theyr 
tunes. But whether he vſeth them by ſuch caſualtye and cuſtome,or of ſet purpoſe and 
choyſe, as thinking them fitteſt for ſuch ruſticall rudeneſſe of ſhepheards, eyther for that 
theyr rough lounde vyould make his r mes more ragged and ruftical, ot cls becauſe ſuch 
olde and obſolete wordes are moſt y{ed of country folke, ſure I think,and think I think — 
not amiſſe, that they bring great grace and, as one vyould ſay, wuRoriie to the verſe . For 
albe amongſt many other faultes it ſpecially be obiected of Valla againſt Liuie, and of o- 
ther againſt daluſte, that vvith ouer much ſtudie they affect antiquit: e, as c oueting chere 
by credence and honor of elder eres yet I am of opinion, and eke the beſt learned are 
of the lyke, that thoſe auncient ſolemne wordes ate a great ornament both in the one & 
in the other; the one la bouring to ſet forth in hys — an cternall image oi an tiquitie, 
and the other carefully diſcourling matters of grauitic and importaunce. For i my memo 
y ſayle not, Tullie in that booke, vyherein he endeuourech to ſet forth the pate rne ofa

be ſtuſſed uu nr the commen Dulecte nd mmer of ſpeaking fo corrunted therby that 
as old bu. din. it jerae di orderly & ruinous. But all as in moſt exquiſite pictures they 
vſe o blaze ard portraict not onely che daintic lineaments of beautye, but alſo rounde 
abo it it to ſhadow the rude thickets and craggy clitts,tha: by the baſeneſſe of ſuch parts 
mo. c excullency in ay accre to the principal jſor oſtimes we { my curſclucs , 1 knows 
natho, fingutarly delighted with the ſhicwe of ſuch natural! rudencſe,and take great 
pleafarc in that d ii order. Even ſo doe thoſe rough and harſh termes enlumine and 
male more clearly to appeare the brightneſſe of braue & glorious vyords. So ofentimes 
a diſcl otde in Muti.kmaketh a comely concordaunce: ſo great delight tooke the w 
Poete Alccus to bcliold a blemith in 50 toynt of a wel ſhaped body. But if any vvill raſh- 
ly blame luch his purpo!* in choyſe of old and vnxvonted vyords, him may I more with 
blame and conde nin, ot of vvitleſſc headineſſe in iudging, or of heedeleſſe hardineſſe in 
condemiung. ſor not marking the compaſſe of hys bent, he vvil iudge ofthe length of his 
caſt. or in my opinion it is oue ſpecial prayſe,ot many vvhych are dew to this Poete, that 
he hach laboured to reſtore, as io theyt rightſuli heritage ſuch good and naturall Engliſh 
words, as haue ben long time out of vie & almoſt cleare diſherited, VVluch is the onel 
cauſc, that our V other tonge, which truely of it ſelt is both ful enough for proſe & arely 
enough ſor verſc,hath long time ben coured moſt bare & borrein ot both. which defauſt 
-  whenas {ome endeuoured to ſalue & recute, they patched vp the holes with peces &rags 
* ofother languages, borrowing here of the bench ices of thc Italian, cucry where of the 
Late, not yycighing hovv il, thoſe tongues accorde vvith themſelues, but much vvorſe 
vvith outs: aw they haue made our Engliſh tongue, a gallimauſray or hodgepodge of 
al other ſpeche.Other ſome no ſo wel ſeme ia the Engliſh tonge as perhaps in othcrlan 
guages,it the happen to here on olde vvord albeit very naturall and lign! cant,crye out 
Areight way,that we ſpeak no Enęliſ, but gibbriſh,or rather ſuch, as in old time Euiders 
mother ſpabe. vy hoſe firſt ſhame is, that they are not aſhamed,in their own mother tonge 
ſtraungers to be cgynted ai. alicilcs. The lecond (h»me no leſſe then the firſt, that Mut 
ſo they vnderſtand not, they ſtreight vvay decme to be ſenceleſſe, and not at al th be vn- 
derſtode. Much like to the Mole in Æſopes fable, that being blynd her ſelfe, vvould inno 
wiſe he perſwaded, that any beaſt could ſce. Ihe laſt more ſhameful then both, that of 
their one country and natural ſpeach, vvhicli together vyith their Nourccs milk they 
ſucked they haue ſo baſe regard and baſta: iudgement, that they vvill not onely them= 
ſelues hot labor to garniſh & beautifie it, but allo repine, chat of other it ſhold be erabel 


limed. Like to the dogge in the maunget, that him ſelie can eate no hay, and yet barketh 


at the hungry bullodt, that fo faine vVould ſecde: vVhoſe curriſh kind though cannot be 
kept ber I conne them thanke that they reſrain from byting. |
